U.S. offering suburbs funds to ward off unemployment 


Fctlornl money to create jobs to help 


fight off Increasing unemployment is 
coming to the suburbs. 


Jobs as clerks or In public works 


trucks with paychecks probably not more 
than $10,000 a year, will be available In 
many suburbs soon ns local village and 
city halls apply for shares of $3 S million 
In relief funds sent from Washington, D. 
C. 


But despite the move by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— DCS Plalncs and Palatine — may 
scorn the money, refusing to increase 


the number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


The new program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRIORITY FOR work would go to vet- 


erans, people whose unemployment in- 
surance had run out, and people who hud 
been out of work for more than 15 weeks. 


The jobs couldn't pay more than 


$10,000 to any single individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired in the program by 


a local government. The workers would 
be hired directly by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. 


An estimated 360 persons could be 


hired almost immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, county 
officials said. 


The jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
be anything for any government that is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN C A L L S for specific 


amounts of money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $65,653 under the program and Des 
Plaincs would receive $78,158. 


The money is all part of the federal 


Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released last week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


Des Plalnes' negative reaction to the 


program came from Mayor Herbert Ben- 
rel who said the city "Probably won't 
use it, probably will let someone else use 
It." Behrel said the city has had no mu- 
nicipal layoffs and doesn't want to create 
new jobs using federal money. The city 
has turned down other federal money of- 
fers to hire city employes in the past. 


Arlington Heights on the other hand 


will consider hiring five to six people 
with the village's share of the public ser- 
vice employment program, Village Mgr. 
L A. Hanson said.

Village hopes garage work 
can begin during April 


Buffalo Grove officials are hopeful that 


construction of the village's public works 
garage can begin In April. 


The $329,000 garage, to be on a four- 


acre site across from the village hall on 
Raupp Boulevard may be ready lor occu- 
pancy this year If construction Is not de- 
layed, Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said. 


The village hopes t) begin bidding 


procedures for the bull ilng next month, 
he said. 


The H.BOO-squaro-foot garage will con- 


tain vehicle storage and maintenance 
areas, along with tool and repair shops 
for the public works department cur- 
rently operating out of a smaller garage 
next to the park district offices, 150 
Raupp Blvd. 


BECAUSE OF lack of space, the de- 


partment stores Its 40 vehicles in an out- 
door lot near the park building and there 
arc estimates the village suffers an an- 
nual loss of $25,000 because the vehicles 
deteriorate faster outdoors and arc eas- 
ier targets for vandals. 


V i l l a g e officials Including Public 


Works Director Charles McCoy have said 
the current facility Is Inadequate to meet 
the needs of his department. 


The garage site was given to the vil- 


lage by Harold Friedman as part of a 
deal allowing for apartment zoning 
around the Buffalo Grove golf course, an 
area slated for an 840-unll housing devel- 
opment. 


Plans for the garage have been In the 


works for about a year. Rising costs 
have forced officials to cut down on the 
size of the building by some 10,000 


square feet as a money-saving measure, 
Larson said. 


ORIGINAL COST estimated early last 


year set the project at $308,000. 


Delay was duo largely to debate 


among some trustees and plan commis- 
sion members over the construction site 
and several alternative locations were 
studied before the Raupp Boulevard 
property was selected. 


Late last year, the village ran Into fur- 


ther delay obtaining title to the land and 
decided to put off ordering rough layouts 
from Arlington Heights architect Ray- 
mond Knocppcl until It received clear- 
ance. 


The building's architectural design per- 


mits construction of a second story addi- 
tion If the village decides to expand the 
garage. 


In the next several years, Larson said 


village offices may be moved to the facil- 
ity and the current municipal building, 50 
Raupp Blvd., may be turned into a public 
safety building housing the police and 
fire departments as well as Clvl! Defense 
offices. 


intends to canvass local neighborhoods 
soon as part of his campaign. 


HE GAVE NO indication whether he 


would run on a party slate or as an inde- 
pendent. 


"I've had quite a few requests and I've 


had quite a few phono calls from many 
areas," he sold, referring to several 
requests he* has had to*seek a trustee 
post.

investigation.

complaints.

Seniors lunch program starts slowly 
'I thought there'd be a long line'

She sat quietly In a roped-off area of 


the noisy cafeteria, waiting for a lunch 
that was more than an hour away. 


The first to arrive Monday for the new 


senior citizen lunch program In High 
School Dist. 214, the woman explained 
her solitary vigil simply: "I've been to 
these senior-citizen dinners before and I 
thought thcre'd bo a long line.'" 


The program, which offers low cost, 


hot lunches for district residents older 
than CO, got off to a slow start Monday 
when 30 took advantage of the program 
at seven district schools. 


"I get a kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Rooncy, 79, of Arlington Heights, 
who dined in the Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to be on a diet, 
but I just hod to see what this was going 
to bo like." 


A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and other activities, Rooney said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to eat 
for today," said Frieda Schulte. 


Louise Glees liked the cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home." 
Cafeteria personnel reported that the 


senior citizens "pretty much stuck to 
themselves" on the first day of the pro- 
gram although there was a report of an 
elderly gentleman "flirting with the 
help." 


District officials reported a degree of 


confusion by those taking part in the pro- 
gram on how to make reservations for 
lunch. 


The program is run by Wheeling and 


Elk Grove townships. Those senior citi- 
zens who want to eat lunch at a high 
school ore asked to call their respective 
township office at 10:30 a.m. that day so 


cafeteria personnel will be prepared. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be offered ev- 


ery day school Is in session at Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove, Hersey, Pros- 
pect, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
high schools. Forest View High School 
doesn't offer the 'program because its 
cafeteria is overcrowded. 


The townships also offer free bus 


transportation to those who cannot walk 
or drive to the schools and will pay for 
the lunch if the senior citizen is unable to 
afford it. 


While most enjoyed the cafeteria at- 


mosphere and hot food, (mostaccioli, ham 
or hot dogs were Monday's choices) 
some were mildly upset with their close- 
up view of high schoolers. 


"Just look at those pants on the girls," 


piped up one elderly woman. After think- 
ing a moment, however, she finished her 
thought: 


"I guess that's better than those short 


skirts, though."

DONALD NORMAN. Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic comraittccman, said 
Monday that while his precinct captains 
may well have been circulating petitions 
for WRP candidates, they were doing so 
as individuals and not as representatives 
of the Democratic Party.

Many believe the first posi- 
tion on the ballot gives the candidates an 
advantage over the opposition. 


SHEILA SCIIULTZ, A member of the 


Wheeling Improvement Party, a rival 
group, said Monday, however, WHIP is 
not concerned about position on the bal- 
lot.

Most of them were in a foul mood, these unemployed subur- 


banites standing in the excruciatingly long lines at the DCS 
Plalncs office of the Illinois State Employment Service. 


Jammed into the unemployment compensation office and 


the upstairs employment placement bureau they were hoping 
to be extricated from the rolls that serve as a barometer of 
the nation's economic ills. They wanted so much to right their 
course toward'the distant future. 


That's why Monday's news that 360 jobs had been estab- 


lished by county and local governments through a federal 
grant came as little encouragement to many of the hundreds 
of persons who plodded through the Lee Street agency. They 
arc interested In long-range security, not something that re- 
kindles the image of the federal work programs inaugurated 
during the Depression. 


"For me lo make $7,800 (the average salary that would be 


paid under the one-year program) I would, have to change my 


lifestyle. It would be the end of the road for me," said a DCS 
Plalncs painter, laid off from his $16,000-a-ycar position. 


"I WANT SOMETHING for the long haul," said a semi- 


trailer truck driver of 25 years who is out of a job. "I'm 
willing to go into sales. Oh," he conceded, "if I was really 
desperate I would look into those other jobs," meaning seek- 
ing employment in a public works department. 


Clearly, most of the comments were made by persons fig- 


uring they'd get their old jobs back, that the layoffs affecting 
them were not permanent. They are not necessarily content 
to receive unemployment checks (ranging from $60 a week on 
up) they said, but then, it's better than nothing, at least until 
their situations straighten out. 


"I feel very bad coming down here," said one man. "It 


could take months, it could take weeks to get back to normal. 
If I only knew how long it would take I could make some 
plans. As it is I'll just keep coming back. It's probably much 
better than going downtown and waiting."

A $9 million Regional Transportation 


Authority emergency old grant to the 
Chicago Transit Authority is being held 
up pending an agreement for $5 million 
in local donations expected primarily 
from Cook County and the city of Chi- 
cago. 


A previous $16 million grant to the 


CTA was "a mistake," RTA board mem- 
bers say. They said they overlooked the 
donation requirement in the RTA law. 
The act stipulates that no grants arc to 
be awarded to the CTA until an agree- 
ment has been established for a $5 mil- 
lion contribution from "a unit or units of 
local government." 


Tho County Board Monday gave Pros. 


Gcorgo Dunne approval to negotiate the 
Issue with the RTA board, although the 
board is only the recipient of the money. 
Negotiations will have to be aimed at 
Chicago, and Dunne has suggested that 
36 to 38 suburbs served by the CTA also 
should contribute. The money will have 
to be paid by July 1. 


DUNNE WAS given approval to nego- 


tiate, but he must report to tho full 
board. The city council is taking similar 
steps. Dunne also suggested the county 
board might try to get out of the trans- 
portation subsidy issue in the future. 


"It would seam to me, if the board de- 


sires, that the county could go to the leg- 
islature and ask that the county bo de- 
leted from the act," he said.

Pikarsky has promised to improve moss transportation in 


the suburbs on an equal basis with Chicago, and will develop 
a suburban services division in the RTA. He also said he 
hopes to equalize commuter train fares in the area and devel- 
op a universal transfer system. 


He has also announed that 100 buses have been ordered for 


the RTA to use in suburban service if the board wants them. 
The buses were included in an order for 700 CTA buses last 
month. 


has some taxing authority — let them 
generate revenue hi another way. 


The RTA was given power by tho Illi- 


nois General Assembly to levy a 5 per 
cent gasoline tax and a public parking 
lot tax, but the taxes have not been in- 
stituted because the board did not have 
n chairman. The appointment Friday of 
Milton Pikarsky as chairman indicates 
the RTA will consider the taxes soon. 


Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount Prospect 


said funds also should be considered for 
transit services to other areas of the 
county if the CTA is to get any funds.

Nixon lawyers sock tape law injunction 
Lawyers for Richard M. NLxon charged Monday that a new 


law returning the former President's White House tapes and 
documents to government control was passed by Congress as 
"a measure of punishment" and asked for an Injunction 
against the measure. Tho fight over control of the Nixon 
tapes and documents involves an agreement reached last Sep- 
tember between the Ford administration and lawyers (or the 
former president which gave Nixon ownership of the mate- 
rial, and control over its eventual destruction.

announced Monday President Ford has acted on 47 more ap- 
plications for clemency, granting 12 unconditional pardons 
and 33 pardons conditioned on alternate service. The board 
was created by Ford last Sept. 16 to bring Vietnam War 
resistors back into society. The program will continue until 
Jan. 31. About 000 applications for clemency have been re- 
ceived.

Lottery ticket sale increase seen 


Illinois lottery superintendent Ralph Hatch said Monday he 


expects to Increase ticket sales next year by 50 million, due to 
n new federal law that lilted a number of restrictions on 
state lotteries. Hatch said he thinks the state will take in 
between $135 and $135 million in gross revenues from the 
lottery In 1975. The new law, signed by President Ford last 
Friday, allows radio and television stations to broadcast lotte- 
ry news, and allows state lotteries to use the malls to pro- 
mote the game within tho state.

Anti-Americanism in India cited 


Outgoing U.S. Ambassador to India, Daniel Patrick Moynl- 


linn, said In New Delhi Monday the United States has touched 
off a wave of anti-Americanism through its "clumsy" at- 
tempts to build a refueling base on the Indian ocean. "Never 
in tho annals of history has tho U.S. offended so many, so 
much and over so little," he said. The ambassador said, 
however, his final talks with Premier Indira Gandhi left him 
more optimistic about tho future of U.S.-Indian relations than 
he has been In weeks, although Indians still have a "gener- 
alized suspicion" of U.S. Intentions. 


U.S., Soviet spacemen to swap languages 


American and Soviet spacemen will swap languages and 


national dishes during their planned link-up HO miles above 
the earth next July, according to the head of Soviet cosmo- 
naut training, Vladimir A. Shatalov. In an Interview in Mos- 
cow's Novoc Vrcmya, Shatalov said, "During the flight, the 
Soviet crew will speak English and tho American crew will 
speak Russian. It Is cosier this way because when persons 
apeak a foreign language they speak slowly and more clear- 
ly," he laid. 


Japanese supertanker runs aground 


A Japanese supertanker ran aground about five miles 


southeast of Singapore harbor Monday spewing on estimated 
one million gallons of crude oil Into the sea and threatening to 
pollute the beaches of three Southeast Asian nations. The 
237,698-ton Shown Maru, bound from the Persian Gulf to Ja- 
pan, ran aground half a mile west of Buffalo Rock in the 
Singapore Straits, gashing open three tanks.

U.S. economic slump deeper than 
expected: Stock market up, active 


By United Press International 


The nation's economy went into a deep- 


er slump than expected and recovery 
might take longer than anticipated, Pres- 
ident Ford's chief economist said Mon- 
day. 


"The very suddenness of the decline 


has made developments beyond the first 
quarter of 1575 extremely difficult to 
gauge, but essentially we still foresee a 
bottoming out in economic activity by 
mid-year," said Alan Greenspan, chair- 
man of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. "The timing and the strength of 
the ensuing recovery is still very uncer- 
tain." 


Greenspan 
presented 
the 
adminis- 


tration's bleakest economic outlook so far 
In testimony before Congress' Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee. 


He predicted a recovery in "total pro- 


duction in the economy during the second 
half of the year" but said unemployment, 
now at 7.1 per cent with 6.5 million per- 
sons out of work, would continue to be 
high. 


Greenspan said, however, that declin- 


ing wholesale prices of raw materials in- 
dicates "a rate of inflation in the 6 to 7 
per cent range by mid-1975 now appears 
plausible, and this represents a major 
change in the outlook from a few short 
months ago." 


Monday, the six Federal Reserve banks

put into effect a major Interest rate re- 
duction designed to help snap the econo- 
my out of the deepening slump, now be- 
lieved to be the worst-recession since the 
Great Depression of the 1930s. 


The fed lowered its discount interest 


rates for loans to commercial banks 
from 7.75 per cent to 7.25 per cent, the 


second drop in the rate in two months. 
The lower rate means more money avail- 
able to banks at cheaper interest and 
thus makes more loan money available 
for business loans for expansion. This, in 
turn, would create more jobs. 


The stock market, encouraged that the 


Federal Reserve Board was trying to do 
something about the recession, regis- 
tered a broad gain Monday in active 
trading on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, up 


more than seven points at the outset, 
gained 2.66 points at 637.20. Standard & 
Poor's 500-stock index rose 0.36 to 71.07. 


The average price of an NYSE com- 


mon share increased 111 cents with ad- 
vances far outnumbering declines. 


The government's first gold auction 


this century drew 209 bids Monday for 
prices • unofficially averaging $150 per 
ounce, but the historic sale depressed 
gold prices around the world. 


Bids were submitted for less than 10 


per cent of the Treasury Department's 
offering of 2 million ounces of gold. The 
government received 228 bids, but dis- 
allowed 19 because of faulty filing proce- 
dures. The remaining 209 were accepted 
conditionally, which means the Treasury 
Department will decide in the next few 
days whether the offers are acceptable. 


As a result of low prices in the auction 


and the weak American demand for gold 
since the ownership ban was lifed last 
Tuesday, world market prices dropped 
as much as $5 an ounce. Gold went for 
nearly $200 an ounce a week ago in Lon- 
don, but closed Monday at $169. 


Futures trading on gold commodities 


markets in New York and Chicago faded 
early Monday, but finished generally 
higher before the close. 


Meanwhile, President Ford, worked on 


new economic proposals for presentation 
to Congress in mid-January. An income 
tax cut for low and middle-income Amer- 
icans was reportedly among the new re- 
cession-fighting proposals. One source 
said a tax cut could put $20 million back 
into the economy. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., and 


other congressmen renewed their propos- 
als for Immediate Congressional action 
to cut taxes. 


Greenspan and Treasury Secretary 


William E. Simon both said a tax cut 
would not have a major impact on reduc- 
ing unemployment or recession but 
would give a boost to consumer con- 
fidence. 


Meanwhile, the four U.S. automakers 


said they sold just -129,000 cars last 
month, the lowest for a non-strike De- 
cember in 15 years, and ended their 
worst year since 1970 with a 23 per cent 
dropoff from record 1973.

Reveal some probers had CIA links 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The White 


House acknowledged Monday that some 
members of President Ford's special 
commission to Investigate the CIA have 
past links with intelligence operations 
but denied It would hurt their ability to 
probe the spy agency's activities. 


Presidential press secretary Ron Nes- 


sen said Ford personally selected each 
member of the eight-man panel, headed 
by Vice President Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
that is charged with finding out whether 
the CIA spied Illegally on thousands of 
American citizens. 


"They would not have been picked if 


they had some connection with the CIA 
that would hamper the investigation," 
Ncsscn said. 


But Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wls., 


noting that Rockefeller has served for 
five years on the White House Foreign 
Intelligence Board, said: 


"The chairman of the commission is in 


a position of investigating an agency for 
which he has been at least partially re- 
sponsible." 


Rep. Robert L. Leggett, D-Calif., a 


member of the House Armed Services 
Committee which plans its own CIA in- 
vestigation, said the makeup of the com- 
mission means "we can expect nothing 
but a whitewash from this panel." 


A House subcommittee charged with 


overseeing the CIA also plans an inde- 
pendent investigation. And Sen. John 
Sparkmun, D-Aln., indicated his Foreign 
Relations Committee wants to question 
the agency about "gray areas" in its op- 
erations. 


Although a Library of Congress report 


said Rockefeller has "demonstrated his 
concern that internal security measures 
not violate due process of law," Prox- 
mire said: 


"The panel Is one-sided in that It con- 


tains no champion of civil liberties. And 


what is at issue here is the CIA tamper- 
ing with the civil liberties of American 
citizens. I think that panel is unlikely to 
give the vigorous, adversary, critical 
analysis of CIA activities that we arc 
supposed to get." 


Although the commission members can 


be trusted to do what they consider an 
honest and diligent job, Proxmire said 
they are likely because of their back- 
grounds to condone many CIA activities 
conducted in the .name of national secur- 
ity.

Arafat: U.S. does not boss tvorld 
Arabs say they would blow up oil wells

Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 


Arafat said Monday that the Arab oil 
countries would blow up their wells if the 
United States tried to seize them to pro- 
tect Western economies. He said the 
Arabs could count on "powerful allies,'" 


"The United States is dangling a threat 


to intervene militarily to occupy oil 


wells," said the chief of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. "But in envis- 
aging such an operation, the Americans 
are losing sight of two decisive factors. 
For one thing, the Arabs would blow up 
their oil wells, and for another the 
United States docs not boss the world. 
We can count on the support of powerful 
allies in the international community." 


Tests show player ivas drunk ivhen he died 


HOUSTON (UP!) - A medical exam- 


iner said Monday Houston Astros' base- 
ball star Don Wilson was drunk Sunday 
when he and his 5-year-old son both died 
of carbon monoxide poisoning in the ga- 
rage of their home. 


Dr. Joseph A. Jachlmcyzk said a for- 


mal ruling on the deaths awaited the re- 
sults of final laboratory tests for drugs 
which might tako up to 72 hours. The 
cause of death was clear, he said, but the 
exact manner was not. 


"For purposes of driving he was over 


one and a half times drunk or under the 
Influence," Jachimcyzk said. "He would 
have been booked for driving while In- 
toxicated." 


Wilson and his son, Alexander, were 


found dead in the garage. Wilson's wife, 
Bernlce, 27, and 9-year-old daughter, Dc- 
nlsc, wore overcome by carbon monoxide 
fumes and hospitalized. Doctors said DC-

nlsc was in a coma and critical condi- 
tion. 


Police said Mrs. Wilson also had suf- 


fered a broken jaw, but she was heavily 
sedated and in shock and was unable to 
clariy how she suffered the Injury. 


Wilson, 29, a righthander known for his 


fastball, spent his entire nine-season ca- 
reer with the Astros. His pitching record 
in the majors included two no-hit games. 


His body was found seated on the pas- 


senger side of the front scat of his luxury 
car shortly after 1 p.m. Sunday In the 
closed garage of his suburban home. 


A police homicide spokesman said the 


deaths were apparently accidental but 
that was based on an incomplete in- 
vestigation. 


Dr. Sheldon Green, Harris County as- 


sistant medical examiner, said Wilson 
had been dead several hours when he 
was found. Exhaust stains found on the 
garage floor indicated the car had been 
running for some time. It was out of gas 
and the battery was dead. 


Dr. Harold Brelsford, Astros' team doc- 


tor, said Wilson learned last month he 
had a kidney ailment, but the doctor said 
the problem was minor.

change, Is accused of creating an $80,000 
fund to bribe the legislators.

passed the legislature in 1972, but was 
vetoed by then Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


Oil riuhts lease nipped 


U.S. Sen. Adlal Stevenson, D-II1., Mon- 


day accused the federal government of 
handing the oil Industry "another wind- 
fall at the public's expense" by propos- 
ing to lease mineral rights in the 
Shawneo National Forest to major oil 
companies. 


Stevenson said the federal government 


should first explore the downstate Illinois 
forest and determine the size of the oil 
and gas supply. He said once the petro- 
leum resources are determined, the gov- 
ernment should open the rights to com- 
petitive bidding. If the government found 
nothing it could save tlto forest from 
damage caused by commercial explor- 
ation, Stevenson said. 


Under the federal plan, Stevenson said, 


the government would lease 92,000 acres 
of forest land to private oil companies 
for 10 years at 50 cents per acre per 
year. The companies would also pay a 
12.5 per cent royalty on all oil and gas 
taken from the leased land. Standard Oil 
of Indiana and Exxon arc the major 
lease applicants. 


U.S. cash plea denied 


A U.S. District Court judge Monday re- 


fused Chicago's plea to overturn an ear- 
lier court order withholding $19 million in 
federal revenue-sharing funds and turned 
tho entire matter over to the Federal 
District Court. 


U.S. District Judge John Lewis Smith 


denied several motions by Chicago's at- 
torneys seeking to dismiss, vacato or 
stay his Dec. 18 ruling blocking the Fed- 
eral Office of Revenue Sharing from dis- 
tributing Chicago's first quarterly pay- 
ment of funds totaling $19 million. The 
office is withholding the money because 
of discrimination in the city's police de- 
partment. 


CD bill payments stopped 


Illinois Comptroller George Lindberg 


said Monday he will stop paying bills 
submitted by the Illinois Civil Defense 
Agency until the agency's director is 
properly appointed. 


A Lindberg spokesman said Civil De- 


fense Director Erie Jones' name has not 
been submitted to the Illinois Senate for 
confirmation.

Lindberg 
said he will continue to pay agency em- 
ployee but will not pay Jones or pay bills 
submitted by outside contractors or ven- 
dors 


Walker sued over wages 


The American Federation of State, 


County and Municipal Employes Monday 
sued Gov. Daniel Walker in an attempt 
to get a state worker's wage hike paid 
retroactively. 


Richard Wilson, Illinois coordinator for 


the group, said at least 54,000 state em- 
ployes arc entitled to four months back 
pay at $50 a month. The Illinois General 
Assembly in June passed a $100-a-month 
pay boost for state workers effective 
Sept. 1. Walker cut the increase in half, 
but tho legislature last month restored 
the hike to $100. If the employe group 
wins, it will cost the state about $11 mil- 
lion. 


Bakalis news conference 


Outgoing State School Supt. Michael 


Bakalis will hold news conferences in 
Chicago and Springfield Wednesday to 


announce his "personal and political 
plans" for the future. 


Bakalis, who leaves office Jan. 13, said 


one of his final acts as superintendent 
will be to issue a scries of recommenda- 
tions to the new Illinois Board of Educa- 


tion as a result of public hearings his 
office held last summer on drugs and 
violence in Illinois schools. Among the 
recommendations is that the board pro- 
duce a film on drug abuse and distribute 
it to local school districts.

Palatine-to-Arlington letters finally reached their destination - with 4 cents postage due! 


Twenty-two months ngo two persons 


sent letters from Palatine to Arlington 
Heights. The letters were delivered al- 
most two years late, but the U.S. Postal 
Service still hod the last word. 


"Four cents postage due," they said. 
The two lost letters arrived at the Her- 


ald offices last week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1073. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
to The Herald. 


"I don't have an explanation" was all 


an Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't see why this Is worth 
a story." 


TUB PALATINE post office was a 


little more helpful in explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
stuck In the bottom of an extra mallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


the old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The 8-cent stamps, which were 
proper in 1073, fell short of the 10-cent 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stamp asking for 2 cents postage due on 
each one. 


Marjorlo Moore, 1521 N. Kaspar Avc., 


Arlington Heights, has forgotton all 
about any problems the delay may have 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But this is ridic- 
ulous, Isn't It," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she docs know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed the payment at work 
or It would not have gone through the 
Palatine post office. 


Sandra Harris, 1034 E. Lilac, Palatine, 


who sent tho other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed the 
payment. She finally stopped payment on 
the original check and issued a new one, 
she said. Mrs. Moore suspects she did 


\ 


the-same but won't know for sure until 
she checks the records. 


IT COULD HAVE'been more serious, 


however. Mrs. Harris said after she was 
notified, of the mistake. "They just lost 
my husband's paycheck in the mall, 
too." That problem already has been 
solved, she said. 


Exactly where those two letters waited 


out most of 1973 and 1974 is a mystery, 
because they passed through the Pala- 
tine office, the post office North Subur- 
ban Sectional Center In River Grove and 
the Arlington Heights post office. 


If the letters had been found In an-un- 


usual hideaway, postal employes normal- 
ly would have marked them "delayed in 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp and were 
placed in The Herald's post office box. 


As a footnote, the Arlington Heights 


Post Office is refunding the four cents, 
despite assurances that It wasn't neces- 
sary. 


We hope they don't mall it.

Cheese terms are defined 


Dear Dorothy: For the life of me, I 


can't understand the difference between 
regular cheese, process cheese, cheese 
food and cheese spreads. Mind enlight- 
ening me? —Mabel Huntslnger 


Don't mind at all. Actually, I was a 


little vague on two of them myself, and 
the education, was helpful. 
Natural 


cheese is made by separating milk solids 
from milk by curdling it with a bacteria 
culture. The curd is then separated from 
the whey and aged various ways to pro- 
duce any number of cheese varieties. 


Process cheese begins with a blend of 


fresh and aged natural cheeses. The nat- 
ural cheeses are shredded, mixed and 
pasteurized, with no more ripening. The 
blend may consist of one or more kinds 
of'natural cheese. 


Cheese food is made somewhat like 


process cheese except that It contains 
less cheese and tias nonfat dry milk or 
whey solids and water added. Cheese 
food then has a lower milk-fat content 
than the process kind, is milder in flavor 
with a* softer texture and spreads easily 
— also melts more quickly. 


Cheese spread is a processed cheese 


with a higher moisture content than any 
of the others mentioned. A stabilizer is 
used to prevent 
separation 
of in- 


gredients. It is more spreadable than all 
the other cheeses and may contain vari- 
ous flavoring materials.

Could 
you send It to me? I use a lot of sour cream. 


She must moan the sour cream substitute recipe from my 


book "What You Need to Know About Food and Cooking for 
Health (Viking Press). You can find It and many other reci- 
pes to prepare low-fat, low-cholesterol foods in that book and 
hopefully your local library will have one or more copies of It. 
Many people like yourself do like sour cream, whipped cream 
and other foods that are normally high in fat. By using low- 
fat dairy products and special recipes you can still have these 
things and not risk Increasing your blood cholesterol or in- 
creasing the chances of having heart and vascular disease. 


The sour cream substitute recipe is typical of what you can 


do In the kitchen for your family. Just mix together Vt cup of 
nonfat milk powder and Vi cup of cold water. Blend this with 
8 ounces of uncreamcd cottage cheese, two teaspoons of lem- 
on julco and tt teaspoon of salt. Keep It refrigerated until 
used.

I've heard that a sudden enlargement of a mole can be • 


sign of cancer. Is this true? 


I'm 33 and have begun to notice several tiny moles that 


have appeared over parts of my body, and I'm sure they 
weren't, there before. Is this anything to worry about? 


It has been suggested by doctors that two rather large 


moles, which I've had most of my life, be removed. Other 
doctors have said they shouldn't be touched. What Is correct? 


Are ther any serious consequences If a mole Is nicked by 


shaving? Anything you can tell me about moles would be 
appreciated. 


A molo Is really a new growth of skin, and it is usually a 


congenital growth. When they are brown It is because they 
contain lots of the cells producing the,melanin pigment that 
causes sun tanning and freckles. Most moles ore harmless 
but they can bo dangerous. Some become malignant mela- 
nomas, a particularly nasty type of cancer. 


If a mole starts enlarging or showing any changes at all it 


should bo surgically removed. Also U It is in a location where 
It Is being Irritated by a belt or shaving or any other factor It 
should bo removed. When it comes to mote) I am a great 
believer In the old surgical dictum, "When in doubt, cut It 
out." 
.- 


I have never known anyone to have any problems from the 


surgical removal of a mole. I have seen people who have 
neglected new growth of moles and developed incurable can- 
cer. 


After reading similar remarks In one of my columns some 


time ago a woman went to her doctor to remove a mole that 
proved to bo a malignant melanoma. Her rapid response to 
tho Information and the prompt action of her doctors gave 
her a chance to survive. A good prevention program is to 
remove any moles that are in any way a possible site for 
future trouble.

House reforms 


Democrats in the Illinois House 


of Representatives have n rare op- 
portunity to force some much- 
needed reforms in House proce- 
dures Uils week. 


A group of at least 17 Democrats 


from throughout the state have 
pledged to withhold their votes 
from any candidate for House 
speaker who will not agree to sup- 
port a list of reforms they have 
drawn up. 


The group is led by Rep. Harold 


A. Katz of Glcncoc and Pep. Eu- 
g c n 1 a Chapman of Arlington 
Heights, who led the fight for re- 
forms in 1072, and has been joined 
by Rep. Richard Mugalian of Pala- 
tine \vho. ns n freshman legislator 
in 1072. supported their efforts. 


The changes in House rules pro- 


posed by the 17 would have the ef- 
fect of curtailing powers of the 
speaker, which have too often been 
abused In the past. It Is because 
such changes would reduce the 
latitude of the speaker in manipu- 
lating the business of the House 
that they have never gotten sup- 
port from the party leadership be- 
fore. 


With 89 votes needed to elect a 


speaker, however, the bloc of 17 
Democrats, among a majority of 
101 in the House, should be able to 
force concessions from any mem- 
ber of their party seeking the post. 


Chief among their reforms would 


be creation of a committee which 
would have a voice in how the 
speaker spends funds appropriated 
for operations of the House. These 
amount to approximately $3.3 mil- 
lion per year and have often been 
used for political purposes by the 
speaker, with no real account- 
ability. The reform group would 
also admit the public to meetings 
of the House committee. 


Other reforms would set earlier 


deadlines for the introduction of 
legislative proposals, to give mem- 
bers of the House sufficient time to 
acquaint themselves with complex 
bills and to avoid legislative log- 
jams at the end of the session. 


The group's proposals would also 


provide assurance of adequate no- 
tice to the House and to the public 
of when bills arc going to be con- 
sidered, and of the content and 
scheduling of meetings of confer- 
ence committees, where the most 
controversial legislative decisions 
usually arc made:- 


These reforms and others arc 


steps in the right direction toward 
more orderly conduct of the House 
and more adequate representation 
of the people. 


They deserve the support of not 


only candidates for speaker of the 
House, but of all legislators, Demo- 
crat and Republican. 


Let's control agencies 


The federal government's over- 


zealous regulatory agencies need a 
review by Congress, especially in 
these times of a troubled national 
economy. 


Ideally, the agencies — such as 


the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Civil Aeronautics 
Board — which regulate the move- 
ment of goods and people through 
this nation should be regulating 
commerce to keep rates low. 


However, according to observers 


of these agencies, the effect of 
their efforts Is often to force the 
American consumer to pny the bill 
for excessive costs of regulation. 


A recent Los Angeles Times re- 


port states that trucks often travel 
empty because ICC regulations for- 
bid them to pick up a shipment as 
they return to their home base. 
The reason? ICC regulations 
sharply limit what goods a specific 
truck line can carry on a given 
route, all in the name of protecting 
existing competition and maintain- 
ing freight rates. 


Likewise, It is reported that the 


CAB has forced an increase in 
charter faros, simply for the sake 
of protecting competition on a giv- 
en route. In both cases, the added 
cost of this regulation Is passed 


along to the consumer, who must 
pay either higher freight rates or 
higher plane fares. 


The r e c o r d of regulatory 


agencies is full of such abuses, in 
which the need to maintain healthy 
competition has been • perverted 
into a costly, overly-restrictive 
control of what once was — and 
still should be — basically a free 
market. 


Lewis Engman, chairman of the 


Federal Trade Commission, has 
encouraged a sweeping review of 
regulatory practices, in order to 
reduce unnceded regulation. He as- 
serts, "The fact of the matter is 
that most regulated industries 
have become federal protectorates, 
living in the cozy world of cost- 
plus, safely protected from the 
ugly specters of competition, effi- 
ciency and innovation." 


Regulatory agencies obviously 


should not be abolished, for they 
can serve an important function if 
they arc directed towards real 
abuses. But overregulation, and 
the stifling of a naturally healthy 
market, creates an economic in- 
jury. The federal government can 
soothe it by reexamining and re- 
structuring how regulatory agen- 
cies operate In a free, democratic 
society.

'Good old Jerry9 Ford: 


The accessible president

President Ford is the most accessible 


president in recent history. And that 
takes in the Cabinet, press and others 
who might have an opposite opinion. 


It Isn't that Ford simply learned the 


lessons of the isolated president that 
Richard M. Nixon represented. 


Ford obviously has never been afraid 


of reporters. The President doesn't al- 
ways answer all the questions and some- 
times he has a nervous laugh but most of 
the time he tries to level with those seek- 
ing information about government. 


In an extraordinary operation, he has 


submitted himself to be questioned going 
up the ski slope and coming down. When 
the terrain gets rough he doesn'f always 
answer the question — and often he 
doesn't. But what is unique is he permits 
himself to be questioned. 


HOUSING SECRETARY James Lynn 


has said that Ford is more accessible to 
his advisers than was Nixon. 


Former Interior Secretary Walter J. 


Hlckcl complained, and was fired, for 
trying to get to Nixon with a different 
point of view, to try to explain alienated 
youth in the aftermath of Cambodia. 
Hlckel got put out to pasture. 


The coverup trials have shown that 


Nixon only had a dialogue with H. R. 
Haldcman and that everyone else was by 
the board. 


"I must say I have had a good deal 


more contact with Mr. Ford in just this 
period of time than I had during the 5& 
years President Nixon was in office," 
Lynn said. 


That doesn't mean that Ford always 


buys what he hears. Far from it. If any- 
thing ho has a very strong, some say a 
very stubborn, belief in his own truths. 
He listens, but he usually comes out the 
same door he went in. 


THE ECONOMIC summit last Septem- 


ber was proof of Ford's tolerance. He 
listened to all sides of the coin, all 
shades of opinion but still maintained his 
conservative philosophy about the econo- 
my. There arc some who feel had he not 
gone to the economic summit he would 
have developed his own ideas. 


Ford views the presidency as lonely in 


its decision making. Even though he is a 
product of Congress and a former Re- 
publican leader who knew that com- 
promise was the name of the game, he 
has vetoed 20 bills in five months. How 
can he explain that as a man who had to 
conciliate so often to get legislation 
through?

Although it's not permitted in some school districts, several couples find teaching in Dist. 211 satisfying

In many suburban liigh schools, It 


could cost a tcnchcr a job to fall In lovo 
ami got married to another teacher. 


In many suburban high schools, If a 


teacher's father Is a principal, the teach- 
er will bo unable to get a Job — not jiut 
In that school, but In the whole district. 


Most high schools have rules prohibit- 


ing couplet or relatives from teaching to- 
gothcr, fen ring the arrangement would 
causa conflicts In the school. The rule Is 
epclled out In the policy manuals of both 
High School Dist. 214 and Maine Town- 
ship High School Dist. 207. 


BUT HIGH .SCHOOL Dist. 211 Is in ex- 


ception. It has no written policy prohibit- 
ing couples from teaching in the same 
school even If one is an administrator. 
Dist. 211 has about IS couples who teach 
together and many of them feel the rules 
of other school districts that prohibit 
such an arrangement aro ridiculous and 
unfounded. 


A married couple threatened to sue 


Dist. 214 this year, protesting Its rule for- 
bidding them from teaching In the same 
building. The district will not allow 
couples to teach In the same building and 
will not hire a teacher who la a relative 
of an administrator In any of its high 
schools. 


If a couple already Is teaching nnd one 


becomes an administrator, the teacher 
may remain in Dist. 214 but is trans- 
form! to a different building. If two 
teachers get married, one is transferred 
to another school. 


Dist. 214 applies the rule not only to 


couples but to all relatives — brothers, 
sisters, In-laws, sons and daughters. The 
relatives of board of education members, 
however, arc an exception. The policy 
doesn't Include them and tho relatives of 
board members that havo taught In tho 
district's schools.

THE POLICY IS a way of ensuring tho 


competence of teachers, sold Robert 
Cudncy, Dist. 214's director of Instruc- 
tional staffing. Since the rulo is on the 
books, a teacher or an administrator 
"cannot bring pressure to hire someone 
who may not be competent," ho said. If 
a couple is teaching In the same school 
"there could be occasions where, In the 
performance of their duties, thero could 
bo conflicts with them or with other em- 
ployes." 


But Dist. 211's Associate Supt. Bruce 


Altcrgott said he knows of no problems 
or complaints from couples teaching in 
the same school. 


"I will not go out of my way to place 


them both In the some school," said Al- 
torgott, but In most cases tho couples 
marry after they already have been 
teaching In the same building. Then "it's 
not in tho Interests of anyone to arbi- 
trarily transfer them," he said. In fact, 
Altcrgott feels many of the couples are 
among the most active teachers In tho 
schools and they "seem to be super sup- 
porters of extracurricular activities." 


DENNIS AND PAT Leaf were hired by 


Dist. 211 after Dennis couldn't get a job 
In a high school downstato because his 
wife already was teaching there. Dist. 
211 was one of the few districts In the 
Chicago metropolitan area that agreed to 
hire tho couple. 


Couples probably are better teachers 


when they nro teaching In the same 
school, Pat Leaf said. They share the 
same Interests and If one stays late at 
school, tho ohter understands why. 


Pat teaches physical education and Is 


a checrlcadlng sponsor at Palatine High 
School; Dennis teaches mathematics and 
coaches basketball. Both spend a lot of 
lime in after-school activities and both 
say they love It. 


"Being a teacher until 3:30 is not being 


a teacher," Pnt sold. "It's a cop-out." 


THE KIDS "are what makes me come 


to school every day," she said. "We talk 
a lot about the kids we have. We com- 
pare how they change over the years. 
Very few kids are tho same as freshmen 
and as seniors. It's fun to watch them." 


Dennis said he can think of one reason 


why a school district might not want to 
hire a couple—if one of them Is a poor. 
teacher, the district may be hesitant to 
fire him or her. But a school district 
should havo a good idea whether a teach- 
er Is competent before It hires him, he 
said. Dennis adds that If he or she turns 
out to bo a bad teacher, that person 
shouldn't be allowed to teach — period. 


"The majority of our friends aro teach- 


ers," Pot said. "It's more like a family, 
not a job." 


Dennis and Pat are sold on their teach- 


ing arrangement and they claim that If 
they couldn't teach In tho same school 
they probably would change occupations. 


"We'll probably be here 'til we retire. 


Wo like It here," she said. 


DAN AND KAREN Fox's Involvement 


with school almost took precedence over 
their wedding last June. They had a diffi- 
cult time finding a date that was not 
f i l l e d with graduation preparations, 
sports and other school activities. 


"Wo just found an open weekend and 


got married the day after school was 
out." Dan said. Karen reminds him they 
both started teaching summer school the 
following Monday. 


Dan and Karen met as teachers at Co- 


nant High School. She teaches English 
and sponsors cheerleaders; ho teaches 
social science and coaches football. 


Tho rules against couples teaching to- 


gether aro "archaic," said Dan, and It 
reflects a "typical old-fashioned tradi- 
tional education." 


Karen agrees. It's a "school marm" at- 


tltudo that comes from the old days 
when women teachers were spinsters, 
she says. 


DAN AND KAREN say then- marriage 


hasn't affected their ability to work as 
individual teachers. She gets up early In 
the morning and works at home before 
going to school while he prefers to go to 
school early and work In his office there. 
They usually don't cat lunch together in 
the school cafeteria because they llko to 
spend that time talking to other teachers 
In their departments. 


"We disagree on a lot of things profes- 


sionally," said Karen. "We are just llko 


other teachers who don't agree with each 
other." 


"You have to treat the professional as 


an Individual," Dan said. Marital status 
should have nothing to do with it." 


"Why get rid of a good teacher just 


because she gets married?" asks Step- 
hanie Haskell, a teacher at Hoffman Es- 
tates High School. 


STEPHANIE AND husband Bob feel 


rules forbidding couples from teaching in 
the same school are unreasonable. Their 
opinion is based on first-hand experience. 
Neither could get jobs In Dist. 214 be- 
cause they were related to an adminis- 
trator. 


Bob is tho son of Robert Haskell, who 


was principal of Elk Grove High School 
until his death Nov. 3. Bob tells the story 
of his father's struggle to change the 
Dist. 214 rule when a teacher at Elk 
Grove was forced to transfer to another 
school because of marriage. He lost the 
battle. 


Bob and Stephanie taught in Dist. 211 


when Hoffman Estates High School 
opened. They met when they began 
teaching there in September 1973, and 
they were married last July. They share 
their problems as teachers and they say 
students feel comfortable talking to ei- 
ther of them. 


"If I have a problem In a class I can 


sit and talk to her about it," Bob said. 
Stephanie added the two of them often 
talk about school for an hour after they 
get home In the evening.

There's sport fishing, pier fishing, good 


swimming and board surfing available 
when tho season's right in Santa Cruz, 
and the place Is beautiful all year. 


IN SANTA CRUZ you can turn onto 


Rtc. 0 in Fclton, where a steam railroad 
will take you on a short ride through the 
big California redwoods. 


At nearby Boulder Creek there's a side 


road that takes you right Into Big Basin 
Redwoods State Park. Park personnel 
are available to give lectures, movies 
and guided hikes. 


You must drive slowly because deer

U.S. offering suburbs funds to ward off unemployment 


Federal money to create jobs to help 


fight off Increasing unemployment is 
coming to the suburbs. 


Jobs ta clerks or in public works 


trucks with paychecks probably not more 
than $10,000 a year, will bo available In 
many suburbs soon as local village and 
city halls apply for shares of $3.5 million 
In relief funds sent from Washington, D. 
C. 


Out despite the movo by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— DCS Plalncs and Palatine — may 
scorn the money, refusing to Increase 


tho number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


Tho new program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRIoniTY FOR work would go to vet- 


erans, people whoso unemployment In- 
surance had run out, and people who had 
been out of work for more than IS weeks. 


The jobs couldn't pay more than 


$10,000 to any single individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired in tho program by 


a local government. The workers would 
bo hired directly by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. 


An estimated 360 persons could be 


hired almost immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, county 
officials said. 


Tho jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
bo anything for any government that is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN CALLS for specific 


amounts of money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $65,653 under the program and Des 
Plalnes would receive $78,158. 


The money is all part of the federal 


Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released last week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


Des Plaines' negative reaction to the 


program came from Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel who said the city "Probably won't 
use it, probably will let someone else use 
it." Behrel said the city has had no mu- 
nicipal layoffs and doesn't want to create 
new jobs using federal money. The city 
has turned down other federal money of- 
fers to hire city employes in the past. 


Arlington Heights on the other hand 


will consider hiring five to six people 
with the village's share of the public ser- 
vice employment program, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson said. 


Other local communities had mixed re- 


actions to news of the program: 


• Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel 


Larson said his village may seek money 
to hire 5 or 6 people to work on the vil- 
lage's golf course or in the public works 
department. 


• Rolling Meadows City Mgr. James 


Watson said he didn't know if the city

on tho WRP slato are Robert E. Clark, 
49, of 519 Isa Dr., and Roger Powers, 29, 
of 1509 Clcarwatcr Ln. 


DONALD NORMAN, Wheeling Town- 


ship Democratic commlttceman, said 
Monday that whllo his precinct captains 
may well have been circulating petitions 
for WRP candidates, they wcro doing so 
as Individuals and not as representatives 
of tho Democratic Party. 


One long-time Democratic worker, 


Harvey Sturmon, 499 Isa Dr., is a neigh- 
bor of Clark. Ho apparently was one of 
those circulating petitions Sunday, and 
did so after talking with Norman and tell- 
ing him of his plans. Sturman was not 
available for comment. 


"I have talked to several people up 


there who have told mo their intentions, 
but I hovo not said a word," Norman 
said. "I just do not wont them working 
as party members, but as Individuals. I 
do not want tho party Involved In Wheel- 
ing politics at a local level." 


Iho Herald disclosed Friday that

Seniors lunch program starts slowly 
'I thought there'd be a long line

She sat quietly In a roped-off area of 


tho noisy cafeteria, waiting for a lunch 
that was more than on hour away. 


Tho first to arrive Monday for tho new 


senior citizen lunch program in High 
School Dist. 214, the -woman explained 
her solitary vigil simply: "I've been to 
these senior-citizen dinners before and I 
thought there'd be a long line.'" 


The program, which offers low cost, 


hot lunches for district residents older 
than 60, got off to a slow start Monday 
when 30 took advantage of the program 
at seven district schools. 


"I get a kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Roonoy, 79, of Arlington Heights, 
who dined In the 'Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to bo on a diet, 
but I just had to see what this was going 
to bo like." 


A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and other activities, Rooncy said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to eat 
for today," said Frieda Schulte. 


Louise Glees liked the cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home." 
Cafeteria personnel reported that the 


senior citizens "pretty much stuck to 
themselves" on the first day of the pro- 
gram although there was a report of on 
elderly gentleman "flirting with the 
help." 


District officials reported a degree of 


confusion by those taking part in the pro- 
gram on how to make reservations for 
lunch. 


The program is run by Wheeling and 


Elk Grove townships. Those senior citi- 
zens who want to eat lunch at a high 
school are asked to call their respective 
township office at 10:30 a.m. that day so 


cafeteria personnel will be prepared. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be offered ev- 


ery day school is in session at Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove, Hersey, Pros- 
pect, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
high schools. Forest View High School 
doesn't offer the program because its 
cafeteria is overcrowded. 


The townships also offer free bus 


transportation to those who cannot walk 
or drive to the schools and will pay for 
the lunch if the senior citizen is unable to 
afford it. 


While most enjoyed the cafeteria at- 


mosphere and hot food, (mostaccioli, ham 
or hot dogs were Monday's choices) 
some were mildly upset with their close- 
up view of high schoolers. 


"Just look at those pants on the girls," 


piped up one elderly woman. After think- 
ing a moment, however, she finished her 
thought: 


"I guess that's better than those short 


skirts, though." 


Police chief 
opposes 
game centers 


Wheeling Police Chief Peter Guttilta 


spoke out against a proposed coin-oper- 
ated amusement center Monday night, 
saying it would become a gathering 
place for "undesirables." 


Guttilla told village trustees he be- 


lieved the center would encourage gam- 
bling and could become a contact point 
for the passing of narcotics. 


Tho village board deferred action on a 


proposal to allow the amusement center 
after hearing Guttilla's objections. The 
board also deferred action because 
Trustee Donald Jackson, who opposes ' 
the amusement center, was absent. 


SEVERAL WEEKS AGO, board mem- 


bers directed the village attorney to pre- 
pare an ordinance allowing the operating 
of a game center in the Dunhurst Shop- 
ping Center, but now believes the matter 
needs further consideration. 


The amusement center was proposed 


by Ronald Davison, 19, of 263 Wayne, 
who said there would be constant super- 
vision on the premises to prevent abuses. 
He said such amusement centers are 
popular with teen-agers and are being 
opened across the country. 


The village currently allows electronic 


coin-operated games in taverns and 
bowling alleys and other businesses, but 
does not allow a business to operate sole- 
ly for that purpose. 


The proposed center would have 22 to 


25 games and would be open from 3 to 10 
p.m., primarily to accommodate school 
children, Davison said. 


A recent survey in local schools 


showed that 58 per cent of those sur- 
veyed approved of such a center.

Palatine-to-Arlington letters finally reached their destination - with 4 cents postage due! 


Twenty-two months ago two persons 


lent letters from Palatine to Arlington 
Heights. The letters were delivered al- 
most two years late, but the U.S. Postal 
Service still hod the last word. 


"Four cents postage due," they said. 
The two lost letters arrived at the Her- 


aid offices last week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1973. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
to The Herald. 


"I don't have an explanation" was all 


an Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't see why this is worth 
a story." 


THE PALATINE post office was a 


• llttlo more helpful in explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
Muck In the bottom of an extra mallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


the old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The 8-ccnt stamps, which were 
proper In 1973, fell short of the ID-cent 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stamp asking for 2 cents postage due on 
each one. 


Marjorie Moore, 1S21 N. Kaspar Ave., 


Arlington Heights, has forgotten all 
about any problems the delay may have 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But this Is ridic- 
ulous, isn't it," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she docs know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed the payment at work 
or It would not have gone through the 
Palatine post office. 


Sandra Harris, 1034 E. Lilac, Palatine, 


who sent the other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed the 
payment. She finally stopped payment on 
the original check and issued a new one, 
she said. Mrs. Moore suspects she did 


the same but won't know for sure until 
she checks the records. 


IT COULD HAVE been more, serious, 


however. Mrs. Harrtn said after'she was 
notified of the mistake. "They just lost 
my husband's paycheck in the mail, 
too." That problem already has been 
solved, she said. 


Exactly where those two letters waited 


out most of 1973 and 1974 is a mystery, 
because they passed through the Pala- 
tine office, the post office North Subur- 
ban Sectional Center In River Grove and 
the Arlington Heights post office. 


If the letters had 'been found In an un- 


usual hideaway, postal employes normal- 
ly would have marked them "delayed in 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp, and were 
placed in The Herald's post office box. 


As a footnote, the Arlington Heights 


Post Office is refunding the four cents, 
despite assurances that it wasn't neces- 
sary. 


We hope they don't mall it.

Jobs as clerks or In public works 


trucks with paychecks probably not more 
than $10.000 a year, will bo available In 
ninny suburbs soon as local village and 
city halls apply for shares of $3.5 million 
In rcllc( funds sent from Washington, D. 
C. 


But despite the move by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— DCS Pliilncs and Palatine — may 
scorn thu money, refusing to Increase 


the number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


The new program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRfOIUTY FOR work would go to vet- 


erans, people whose unemployment In- 
surance had run out, and people who had 
been out of work (or more than IS weeks. 


The jobs couldn't pay more than 


$10,000 to any single Individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired In the program by 


a local government. The workers would 
be hired directly by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. 


An estimated 360 persons could be 


hired almost immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, county 
officials said. 


The jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
be anything for any government that Is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN C A L L S for specific 


amounts of money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $05,653 under the program and Des 
Plalnes would receive $78,158. 


The money Is all part of the federal 


Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so\ they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released lost week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


DCS Plaines' negative reaction to the

She sat quietly hi a roped-off area of 


the noisy cafeteria, waiting for a lunch 
that was more than onliour away. 


The first to arrive Monday for the new 


senior citizen lunch program in High 
School Dlst. 214, the woman explained 
her solitary vigil simply: J'l've been to 
these senior-citizen dinners before and I 
thought there'd be a long line.'" 


Tho program, which offers low cost, 


hot lunches for district residents older 
than 60, got off to a slow start Monday 
when 30 took advantage of the program 
at seven district schools. 


"I get a kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Rooney, 79, of Arlington Heights, 
who dined in the Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to be on a diet, 
but I just had to see what thisiwas going 
to be like." 


A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and other activities, Rooney said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to cat 
for today," said Frieda Schultc. 


Louise Glees liked tho cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home." 
Cafeteria personnel reported that the 


senior citizens "pretty much stuck to 
themselves" on the first day of the pro- 
gram although there was a report of on 
elderly gentleman "flirting with the 
help." 


District officials reported a degree of 


confusion by those taking part In the pro- 
gram on how to make reservations for 
lunch. 


The program is run by Wheeling and 


Elk Grove townships. Those senior citi- 
zens who want to eat lunch at a high 
school are asked to call their respective 
township office at 10:30 a.m. that day so 


cafeteria personnel will be prepared. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be offered ev- 


ery day school Is in session at Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove, Horsey, Pros- 
pect, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
high schools. Forest View High School 
doesnlt offer the program because its 
cafeteria is overcrowded. 


The townships also offer free bus

ald offices lost week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1073. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
to The Herald.

an Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't sco why this is worth 
a story." 


THE PALATINE post office was a 


llttlo more helpful in explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
stuck In tho bottom of on extra mallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


the old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The 8-ccnt stamps, which were 
proper In 1973, fell short of the 10-cent 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stamp asking for 2 cents postage due on 
each one.

Marjorle Moore, 1521 N. Kaspar Avc., 
Arlington Heights, has forgotton all 
about any problems the delay may hove 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But this is ridic- 
ulous, isn't it," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she does know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed the payment at work 
or it would not have gone through the 
Palatine post office.

who sent the other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed the 
payment.

ly would have marked them "delayed in 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp and were 
placed In Tho Herald's post office box.

Brewer said the village building de- 


partment in September, in the midst of 
the furnace investigation, discovered and 
announced that 28 models of Centex 
homes built In the 60s had multiple build- 
Ing and furnace code installation viola- 
tions. 


"My own house has code violations and 


I had to have my furnace heat exchanger 
repaired over a year ago. After months 
of investigation the builder finally de- 
cided to inspect heat exchangers only. 


"The Inspections are a farce and the 


second fraud perpetuated by the build- 
er," he said. 


Brewer noted that residents could call 


for a free inspection from the village or 
pay $5 for an inspection by the gas com- 
pany. 


"The builder is delaying a real solution 


and obscuring the real problem, that of 
code violations, and further deluding the 
homeowner that his furnace problems 
arc being solved," Brewer said.

"I get a .kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Rooney, 79, of Arlington Heights, 
who dined In the Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to be on a diet, 
but 1 just had to sec what this was going 
to bo like." 


A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and oilier activities, Rooney said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to eat 
for today," said Frieda Schulte. 


Louise Glees liked the cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home."

lage to build an estimated $500.000 facil- 
ity. 


The request will be discussed at a spe- 


cial session set for 7 p.m. at the munici- 
pal building, before the regularly sched- 
uled village board meeting at 3 p.m. 


Donald Stockcr, 'chairman of the facil- 


ities planning committee of the mental 
health center board, said the directors of 
the agency ore hoping to obtain a site 
west of HI. Rtc. 53. A building in that 
area, he said, would be centrally located 
and convenient to residents of both town- 
ships served by the center. 


THE PROPOSED FACILITY would re- 


place The Farjnhousc, presently used by 
the mental health center in front of Ale- 
x i a n Brothers 
Medical Center on 


Biesterficld Road in Elk Grove Village. 


Plans for the new offices are in the 


initial stages and Stocker was unable to 
provide details on financing for the build- 
ing or a timetable for construction. 


The mental health center board has 


met with U.S. Dept. of Health, Education 
and Welfare representatives to explore 
possibilities for obtaining federal funds 
to help pay for the new building. No deci- 
sion has been made, however, on wheth- 
er the board will apply for federal 
monies or ask the two townships for aid, 
Stockcr said. 


"I think we'll know more after the 


meeting with the village board," he said 
Monday. "Right now, I just can't say 
what we'll do." 


The mental health center board has 


been discussing the need for the new of- 
fices for more than a year. The caseload 
of therapists at the agency has been 
s t e a d i l y increasing, causing over- 
crowding at "The Farmhouse." 


NO ARCHITECT has been hired to draw 


plans for the new building, but prelimi- 
nary plans sketched by a consultant call 
for at least 15 counseling rooms and sev- 
eral large meeting rooms. 


Another member of the mental health 


center board, Marilyn Quinn, has said 
the intent is to design the exterior of the 
building to look as "non-Institutional" as 
possible. 


The mental health center is a full-ser- 


vice agency that offers individual and 
group therapy, marital and family coun- 
seling, emergency services, drug and al- 
coholism treatment and community edu- 
cation.

U.S. offering suburbs funds to ward off unemployment 


Federal money to create jobs to help 


fight off Increasing unemployment Is 
corning to the suburbs. 


Jobs as clerks or In public works 


tnicks with paychecks probably not more 
than $10.000 a yctit, will be available In 
many suburbs soon as local village and 
city hnlls apply for shares of $3.5 million 
In relief funds sent from Washington, D. 
C. 


But dcipllc the move by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— Den Plnlnvs nml Palatine — may 
scorn the money, refusing to Increase 


the number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


The new program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRIORITY FOR work would go to vet- 


erans, people whose unemployment in- 
surance had run out, and people who had 
been out of work for more than 15 weeks. 


The Jobs couldn't pay more than 


$10,000 to any single Individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired in the program by 


a local government. The workers would 
be hired directly'by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. 


An estimated 360 persons could be 


hired almost immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, 'county 
officials said. 


The jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
be anything for any government that is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN C A L L S for specific 


amounts of money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $65,653 under the program and Des 
Plaines would receive $78,158. 
'The money is all part of the federal 
Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released last week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


Des Plaines' negative reaction to the 


program came from Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rcl who said the city "Probably won't 
use it, probably will let someone else use 
it." Behrcl said the city has had no mu- 
nicipal layoffs and doesn't want to create 
new jobs using federal money. The city 
has turned down other federal money of- 
fers to hire city employes in the past. 


Arlington Heights on the other hand 


will consider hiring five to six people 
with the village's share of the public ser- 
vice employment program, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson said. 


Other local communities had mixed re- 


actions to news of the program: 


• Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel 


Larson said his village may seek money 
to hire 5 or 6 people to work on the vil- 
lage's golf course or in the public works 
department.

Developer seeks zoning 
change for shop center 


The developer of n proposed $8 million 


apartment project on Baldwin Road 
south of Rand Rond in Palatine Town- 
ship Is requesting a zoning variation to 
build an adjacent commercial complex. 


Michael Kriozcre. a Chicago developer, 


plans to begin construction of the 
"Pralrlo Brook" apartments 
In April

Kriozcra said he received zoning for 


the apartments from the county several 
years ago. 


Kriozcrc filed a petition Monday re- 


questing (hot tho county board rezone a 
20,000-squnre-fool area at the entrance of 
the project along Rand Road. A medical 
building, a small grocery store and pos- 
sibly an Ice cream parlor arc planned 
there to serve residents of the apartment 
complex and the surrounding area, Krl- 
ozcre said. The nren Is north of the Vir- 
ginia Lake subdivision. 


KRIOZERE SAID ho wonts the com- 


mercial complex at tho entrance of the 
apartment development "to buffer the 


noise on Rand Road and-to serve as a 
divider between the street and the apart- 
ments," he sold. 


Kriozere's request has been referred to 


the county zoning and building com- 
mittee for stuay, and will eventually be 
considered by the zoning board and the 
county board. 


The "Prairie Brook" development will 


be 300 apartment units in two-and three- 
story buildings. The apartments, which 
will Include studio, two, three and four 
bedrooms, will range in rent from $100 to 
$-100 a month, Kriozcrc sold. 


The development also will include an 


outdoor swimming pool and clubhouse, 
outdoor tennis courts, 450 parking spaces 
and a lake. The development is sched- 
uled for completion early in 1876, he 
said. 


Kriozere plans to purchase the 22 acres 


for tho development for $750,000 from 
Iscnstcln and Isenstein, Chicago, if the 
zoning variation Is approved. Kriozere 
will expand the project "If it Is success- 
ful," he said. 


NO ACTION WAS taken by the com- 
mittees on a proposal by Martin Cab Co.

Palatiiie-to-Arlington letters finally reached their destination - with 4 cents postage due! 


Twenty-two months ago two persona 


sent letters from Palatine to Arlington 
Heights. Tito loiters were delivered al- 
most two years Into, but the U.S. Postal 
Service still had tho last word. 


"Four conts postage due," they sold. 


Tho two lost tetters arrived at the Her- 


ald offices lost week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1073. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
lo The Herald. 


"I don't have in explanation" was all 


nn Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't see why tills Is worth 
a story." 


TUB PALATINE: post office was a 


little more helpful In explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
stuck In tho bottom of an extra mallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


tho old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The B-ccnt stamps, which were 
proper in 1973, fell short of the 10-cont 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stamp asking for 2 cents postage due on 
each one. 


Marjorlo Moore, 1521 N. Kaspar Avc., 


Arlington Heights, has forgotton all 
about any problems the delay may have 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But this is ridic- 
ulous, Isn't It," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she does know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed the payment ,at work 
or It would not have gone through the 
Palatine post office. 


Sandra Harris, 1034 E. Lilac, Palatine, 


who sent the other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed the 
payment. She finally stopped payment on 
the original check and issued a new one, 
she sold. Mrs. Moore suspects she did 


the same but won't know for iurc until 
she checks the records. 


IT COULD HAVE been more serious, 


however. Mrs. Harris said after she was 
notified of the mistake. "They just lost 
my husband's paycheck In the mail, 
too." That problem already has been 
solved, slio said. 


.Exactly where those two letters waited 


out most of 1973 and 1974 Is a mystery, 
because they passed through the Pala- 
tine office, the post office North Subur- 
ban Sectional Center in River Grove and 
the Arlington Heights post office. 


If the letters had been found In an un- 


usual hideaway, postal employes normal- 
ly would have marked them "delayed in 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp and were 
placed in The Herald's post office box.

U.S. offering suburbs funds to ward off unemployment 


Federal money to create jobs to help 


fight off Increasing unemployment Is 
coming to the suburbs. 


Jobs ns clerks or In public works 


trucks with paychecks probably not more 
than $10,000 a year, will bo available In 
many suburbs soon as local village and 
city halls apply for shares of $3.5 million 
In relief funds sent from Washington, D. 
C. 


Out despite the move by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— Dos Plnlncs and Palatine — may 
scorn the money, refusing to Increase 


the number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


The now program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRIORITY FOR work would go to vet- 


erans, people whoso unemployment In- 
surance had run out, and people who had 
been out of work for more than 15 weeks. 


The jobs couldn't pay .more than 


$10,000 to any single individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired In the program by 


a local government. The workers would 
be hired directly by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. 


An estimated 360 persons could be 


hired almost Immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, county 
officials said. 


The Jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
be anything for any government that Is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN C A L L S for specific 


amounts of money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $65,653 under the program and Des 
Plaines would receive $78,158. 


The money is all part of the federal 


Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974' and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released last week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


Des Plaines' negative reaction to the 


program came from Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel who 'said the city "Probably won't 
use it, probably will let someone else use 
it." Behrel said the city has had no mu- 
nicipal layoffs and doesn't want to create 
new jobs using federal money. The city 
has turned down other federal money of- 
fers to hire city employes in the past. 


Arlington Heights on the other hand 


will consider hiring five to six people 
with the village's share of the public-ser- 
vice employment program, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson said.

Seniors lunch program starts slowly 
'I thought there 9d be a long line'

She sat quietly In a roped-off area ,of 


the noisy cafeteria, waiting for a lunch 
that was more than an hour away. 


The first to arrive Monday for the new 


senior citizen lunch program In High 
School Dist. 214, the woman explained 
her solitary vigil simply: "I've been to 
these senior-citizen dinner* before and I 
thought there'd be a long line.'" 


The program, which offers low cost, 


hot lunches for district residents older 
than 60, got off to a slow start Monday 
when 30 took advantage of the program 
at seven district schools. 


"I get a kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Rooney, 79, of Arlington Heights, 
who dined In the Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to be on a diet, 
but I just had to see what this was going 
to bo like." 


A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


'Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and other activities, Rooney said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to eat 
for today," said Frieda Schulte. 


Louise Glees liked the cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home." 
Cafeteria personnel reported that,the 


senior citizens "pretty much stuck to 
themselves" on the first day of the pro- 
gram although there was a report of an 
elderly gentleman "flirting with the 
help." 


District officials reported a degree of 


confusion by those taking part in the pro- 
gram on how to make reservations for, 
lunch. 


The program is run by Wheeling and 


Elk Grove townships. Those senior citi- 
zens who want to eat lunch at a high 
school are asked to call their respective 
township office at 10:80 a.m. that day so 


cafeteria personnel will be prepared. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be offered ev- 


cry day school Is hi session at Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove, Hersey, Pros- 
pect, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
high schools. Forest View High School 
doesn't offer the program because its 
cafeteria is overcrowded. 


The townships also offer free bus 


transportation to those who cannot walk 
or drive to the schools and will pay for 
the lunch if the senior citizen is unable to 
afford it.

mosphere and hot food, (mostacoioll, ham 
or hot dogs were Monday's choices) 
some, were mildly upset with their close- 
up view of high schoolers.

Students' test 
scores in 
upper quarter 


Students in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 


scored in the upper quarter nationally on 
standardized tests, according to overall 
results presented Monday'night to the 
board of education.' 
j 


Scores were lower than both the upper 


quarter and the district's expectations in 
two out of 15 areas tested. Fifth-grade 
students scored in the 71st percentile in 
reading and seventh graders scored in 
the 69th percentile in math. 


Percentile rankings show where stu- 


dents scored in comparison with the na- 
tional average. A score in the 80th per- 
centile shows that a student did better 
than 80 per cent of the students taking 
the test. 


DIST. 57 TESTS students in grades 


three, five and seven in October on the 
Iowa Test of Basic Skills. The adminis- 
tration has set a range where scores are 
expected to fall. The range is set by in- 
telligence test and other data. 


Including the overall test scores, stu- 


dents tested above the range in eight 
areas, within the range in eight areas 
and below in two. 


The tests are used as one method to 


evaluate the district curriculum. The ad- 
ministration currently is reviewing the 
curriculum and is particularly trying to 
determine why test scores in math and 
reading are "erratic" and below ex- 
pectations, said Dwight Hall, assistant 
superintendent in charge of curriculum. 


The district also is designing an addi- 


tional test to see how well students are 
learning the specific material covered in 
the curriculum besides basic skills, he 
said. These tests along with the stan- 
dardized tests will give a better in- 
dication of how well a student is doing, 
he said. 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed concern 


that test scores dropped as students 
progressed. The over-all score for third 
graders was 89 per cent, for fifth graders, 
83 per cent and for seventh graders, 79 
per cent. 


Several also questioned why there was 


such disparity between the vocabulary 
and reading comprehension test scores.* 
Third graders scored in the 89th per-_ 
contile in vocabulary and in the 83rd per-" 
ccntile in reading. Seventh graders" 
scored in the 87th.percentile in vocabu-: 
lary and in the 69th percentile in reading ; 
while fifth graders scored in the 84th per- 
ccntile for both. 


"The deviation down in the seventh 


grades is in the double digits," said Ed- 
ith Freund, board member. "IQ scores 
also seem to drop as they go through 
school." 


Hall said the intelligence tests used in. 


the primary and intermediate grades are; 
different with the intermediate test being; 
more difficult. 


"We need to look at our instructional- 


program and the skills students are' 
bringing in," he said. "We certainly do 
intend to work on it."

Twenty-two months ago two persons 


sent loiters from Palatine to Arlington 
Heights. The letters were delivered al- 
most two years late, but (ho U.S. Postal 
Service (till had the last word. 


"Four cents postage due," they said. 


Tho two lost letters arrived at the Her- 


ald offices lost week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1073. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
to Tho Herald. 


"I don't havo an explanation" was all 


an Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't see why this is worth 
a story." 


THE PALATINE post offlco was n 


lllllo more helpful In explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
stuck in tho bottom of an extra mallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


(ho .old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The 8-ccnt stamps, which were 
proper In 1973, fell short of the ID-cent 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stomp asking 'for 2 cents postage due on 
each one. 


Marjorlo Moore, 1521 N. Kaspar Ave., 


Arlington Heights, has forgotten all 
about any problems tho delay may have 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But tills Is ridic- 
ulous, Isn't It," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she docs know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed tho payment at work 
or it would not have gono through the, 
Palatlno post office. 


Sandra Harris, 1034 E. Lilac, Palatine,' 


who sent the other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed the 
payment. She finally stopped payment on 
tho original check and issued a new one, 
she said. Mrs. Mooro suspects she did 


the same but won't know for sure until 
she checks the records. 


IT COULD HAVE been more serious, 


.however. Mrs. Harris said after she was 
notified of the mistake. "They just lost 
my husband's paycheck In the mall, 
too." That problem already has been 
solved, she said. 


Exactly where those two letters .waited 


out most of 1973 and 1074 is a mystery, 
because they passed through the Pala- 
tine office, the post office North Subur- 
ban Sectional Center in River Grove and 
the Arlington Heights post office. 


If the letters had been found In an un- 


usual hideaway, postal employes normal- 
ly would havo marked them "delayed In 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp and were 
placed in The Herald's post office box. 


As a footnote, the Arlington Heights 


Post Office is refunding the four cents, 
despite assurances that It wasn't neces- 
sary. 


We hope they don't mall it.

U.S. offering suburbs funds to ward off unemployment 


Federal money to create Jobs to help 


light off Increasing unemployment Is 
coming to the suburbs. 


Jobs as clerk* or In public works 


truck* with paychecks probably not more 
than $10.000 a year, will be available in 
many suburbs soon as local village and 
city halls apply for shares of $3 5 million 
In relief funds sent from Waihlnglon, D. 
C. 


But despite the move by the federal 


government, at least two suburban towns 
— DCS Plalncs and Palatine — may 
tcorn the money, refusing to Increase 


the number of municipal workers with 
the newly released federal funds. 


The new program detailed by Cook 


County officials would provide jobs for 
people who have been out of work more 
than 30 days. 


PRIORITY FOK work would go to vet- 


erans, people whose unemployment in- 
surance had run out, and people who had 
bcen.out of work for more than 15 weeks. 


The jobs couldn't pay more than 


$10,000 to any single individual hired un- 
der the program. And federal require- 
ments force a salary average of $7,800 
for all employes hired in the program by 


a local government. The workers would 
be hired directly by the municipalities, 
the county, local townships, and other lo- 
cal government units. ' 


An estimated 360 persons • could be 


hired almost immediately with the $3.5 
million allocated to Cook County, county 
officials said. 


The jobs created under the program 


would last one year with federal funding 
under the current plan. The work could 
be anything for any government that is 
"badly needed public service." 


THE PLAN C A L L S for specific 


amounts of "money to go to municipal 


governments which have populations 
over 50,000. Arlington Heights would re- 
ceive $65,653 under the program and DCS 
Plaines would receive $78,158. 


The money is all part of the federal 


Emergency Jobs and Unemployment As- 
sistance Act of 1974 and the Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act of 1973. 


Announcing the plan to create 100,000 


public service jobs nationwide, Labor 
Secretary Peter J. Brennan said Mon- 
day, "We are determined to get this out 
to governors, mayors and county ex- 


ecutives so "they can hire the unem- 
ployed." 


The money was released last week 


when President Gerald R. Ford signed 
legislation authorizing the public service 
employment program funds. 


Des Plaines' negative reaction to the 


program came from Mayor Herbert Beh- 
rel who said the city "Probably won't 
use it, probably will let someone else use 
it." Behrel said the city has had no mu- 
nicipal layoffs and doesn't want to create 
new jobs using federal money. The city 
has turned down other federal money of- 
fers to hire city employes in the past. 


Arlington Heights on-the other hand 


will consider hiring five to six people 
with the village's share of the public ser- 
vice employment program, Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson said. 


Other local communities had mixed re- 


actions to news of the program: 


• Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Daniel 


Larson said his village may seek money 
to hire 5 or 6 people to work on the vil- 
lage's golf course or in the public works 
department. 


• Rolling Meadows City Mgr. James

She sat quietly in a ropcd-otf area of 


the noisy cafeteria, waiting for a lunch 
that was more than an hour away. 


The first to arrive Monday for the new 


senior citizen lunch program in High 
School Dlst. 214, the woman explained 
her solitary vigil simply: "I've been to 
these senior-citizen dinners before and I 
thought thcrc'd be a long line.'" 


The program, which offers low cost, 


hot lunches for district residents older 
than 60, got off to a slow start Monday 
when 30 took advantage of the program 
at seven district schools. 


"I get a kick out of the kids," said 


Daniel Rooncy, 70, of Arlington Heights, 
nho dined in the Arlington High School 
cafeteria. "I'm supposed to be on a diet, 
but I just had to sec what this was going 
to be like."

A MEMBER OF the "Gold Card 


Club," which offers free admission for 
senior citizens to district entertainment 


events and other activities! Rooney said 
he also likes to attend football games at 
the school "when the weather's nice." 


"I usually skip lunch, but today I think 


I'll skip dinner. I've had enough to eat 
for today," said Frieda Schulte. 


Louise Glees liked the cost of the 85 


cent lunch. 


"It's cheaper than eating at home." 
Cafeteria personnel reported that the 


senior citizens "pretty much stuck to 
themselves" on the first day of the pro- 
gram although there was a report of an 
.elderly gentleman "flirting with the 
help." \ 


District officials reported a degree of 


confusion by those taking part in the pro- 
gram on how to make reservations for 
lunch. 


The program is run by Wheeling and 


Elk Grove townships. Those senior citi- 
zens who want to eat lunch at a high 
school are asked to call their respective 
township office at 10:30 a.m. that day so 


cafeteria personnel will be prepared. 


THE PROGRAM WILL be offered ev- 


ery day school is in session at Arlington, 
Buffalo Grove, Elk Grove, Herscy, Pros- 
pect, Rolling Meadows and Wheeling 
liigh schools. Forest View High School 
doesn't offer the program because its 
cafeteria is overcrowded. 


The townships also offer free bus 


transportation to those who cannot walk 
or drive to the schools and will pay for 
the lunch if the senior citizen is unable to 
afford it. 


While most enjoyed the cafeteria at- 


mosphere and hot food, (mostaccioli. ham 
or hot dogs were Monday's choices) 
some were mildly upset with their close- 
up view of high schoolers. 


"Just look at those pants on the girls," 


piped up one elderly woman. After think- 
ing a moment, however, she finished her 
thought: 


"I guess that's better than those short 


skirts, though." 


Village OKs 
toivnship 
hall plan 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has rczoned a site and approved a plan 
for a half million dollar town hall for 
Wheeling Township. 


By a 6-3 vote, the board Monday night 


overrode the recommendations in the Ar- 
lington Heights master plan that the 
property at 1620 N. Arlington Heights Rd. 
remain zoned single-family, and that 
commercial zoning not be extended fur- 
ther south along the street. 


Wheeling Township Atty. Richard Cow- 


en successfully argued that the com- 
mercial character of the block is already 
established. The new township offices, 
which will be housed in a two-story Colo- 
nial-style building, will be less intensive 
than other commercial uses, he said. 


"The proposed use will have little im- 


pact on traffic, nor will it disturb the 
neighborhood. We propose to be good 
neighbors," Cowcn said. 


Terence Rindal, president of the Near 


North Homeowners Assn., which repre- 
sents residents in the vicinity of North 
Arlington Heights Road, protested the re- 
zoning. 


"The township has not presented suf- 


ficient evidence to destroy two years of 
work and thousands of dollars that went 
into the Arlington' Heights Road study." 
he said, adding that the .township build- 
ing will be used as a precedent in other 
rezoning applications along North Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


WHEN 
QUESTIONED by 
Trustee 


Dave Griffin, Village Atty. Jack M. Sie- 
gel confirmed that it was "extremely 
doubtful" whether the village would be 
able to reject other commercial rezon- 
ings in the 1600 block of North Arlington 
Heights Road. And Trustee Alice Harms 
predicted that commercial development 
could spread two blocks south to Thomas 
Street. 


Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 


Kolerus said the township needs bigger 
offices to accommodate an expanding 
program of youth, senior citizen and oth- 
er government services. The new build- 
ing will be in the population center of the 
township, she said. 


Employes at the present town hall at 


1818 E. Northwest Hwy., are "hanging 
from the chandeliers," she said. 


"We have always been in Arlington 


Heights and would like to stay here. We 
have good support and feel very comfort- 
able with the Arlington Heights adminis- 
tration," she said. 


The township will use more than two 


years' worth of federal revenue sharing 
money to build the new building, in addi- 
tion to the money it anticipates from the 
sale of its present offices.

Palatine-to-Arlington letters finally reached their destination-with 4 cents postage due! 


Twenty-two months ago two persons 


sent letters from Palatine to Arlington 
Heights. Tho' letters were delivered al- 
most two years late, but the U.S. Postal 
Service still had the last word. 


"Four cents postage due," they said. 
Tho two lost letters arrived at the Her- 


ald offices last week bearing Palatine 
postmarks of Feb. 27, 1073. Each enve- 
lope contained a check for a subscription 
to Tho Herald. 


"I don't have an explanation" was all 


an Arlington Heights postal supervisor 
would say. "I don't see why this Is worth 
a story." i 


TUB PALATINE post office was a 


llttlo more helpful In explaining the er- 
rant missives. Postmaster Martha Web- 
ster said the envelopes were probably 
stuck In tha bottom of an extra raallbag 
that was put away between Christmas 
mailing seasons. 


When the bag eventually was reused, 


the old letters probably dropped out with 


the new ones and went through the postal 
system. The B-ccnt stamps, which were 
proper In 1073, fell short of the 10-ccnt 
requirement now, so the only extra atten- 
tion the letters received was a rubber 
stomp asking for 2 cents postage due on 
each one. 


Marjorle Moore, 1521 N. Kaspar Ave., 


Arlington Heights, has forgotton all 
about any problems the delay may have 
caused her when her check wasn't credit- 
ed to her subscription. "But this Is ridic- 
ulous, Isn't It," she said. Mrs. Moore said 
she docs know her husband, Howard, 
must have mailed the payment at work 
or It would not hove gone through the 
Palatine post office. 


Sandra Harris, 1034 E. Lllnc, Palatine, 


who sent the other check, remembers 
she did receive several notices to pay 
her bill, although she had mailed tho 
payment. She finally stopped payment on 
the original check and issued a new one, 
she said. Mrs. Moore suspects she did 


the same but won't know for sure until 
she checks the records. 


IT COULD HAVE been more serious, 


however. Mrs. Harris said after she was 
notified of the mistake. "They just lost 
my husband's paycheck In the mall, 
top." That problem already has been 
solved, she said. 


Exactly ~where those two letters waited 


out most of 1973 and 1974 is a mystery, 
because they passed through the Pala- 
tine office, the post office North Subur- 
ban Sectional Center in River Grove and 
the Arlington Heights post office. 
/ If the letters had been found In an un- 
usual hideaway, postal employes normal- 
ly would have marked them "delayed In 
handling" and sent them on. Instead they 
got the "postage due" stamp and were 
placed In The Herald's post office box. 


As a footnote, the Arlington Heights 


Post Office is refunding the four cents, 
despite assurances that it wasn't neces- 
sary. 


We hope they don't mall it.

Tax vote on park agenda 


The citizens' financial review com- 


mittee and the Arlington Heights Park 
Board will meet for the first time tonight 
to discuss a spring referendum proposed 
by the cqmmittce to aid the financially 
ailing district. 


The committee last month recommend- 


ed a referendum to raise the district's 
corporate and recreation tax rate from 
20 to 27 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. Also to be voted on would be a 
$500,000 bond issue to finance what is de- 
scribed as overdue maintenance for park 
facilities. 


The committee was established by the 


park board in September to study the fi- 
nancial plight of the district and to rec- 
ommend solutions. 


JOHN G. WOODS, former village pres- 


ident and committee chairman, said, 
"The park board is obviously in general 
agreement with the committee's recom- 
mendation or it would have issued an im- 
mediate statement of rejection in De- 
cember." 


Woods expects the park board to ap- 


prove the proposed referendum and dis- 
cuss a date to prepare it at 7:30 p.m. 
today at the village hall, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


The 12-raembcr committee has\ pin- 


pointed three dates for a referendum. 


The park district could hold the refer- 


endum at the end of May, which would 
give the district "sufficient time to ex- 
plain its purpose to village residents," or 
it could hold the referendum in con- 
junction with the April 1 elections, Woods 
said. 


THE MOST favorable time for the ref- 


erendum would be at the beginning of 
March, "which is the earliest possible 
time that it could be conducted in light of 
its emergency nature," and still have 
time to explain it to the voters, Woods 
said. 


Committee members will assist the 


park board in making the "urgency and 
the purpose of the referendum" clear to 
the public by conducting open sessions 
with homeowners' groups and village or- 
ganizations, and by mailing a complete 
written explanation of the referendum 
and the park district's financial situation 
to residents, Woods said. 


"It is most important that residents 


understand what the referendum is for 
since most people don't seem very favor- 
able to a referendum because of the eco- 
nomic situation now," Woods said. 


THE $500,000 in bonds that would be 


authorized in the referendum for "catch- 
up" maintenance also would pay for a 
second garage at Frontier Park to ser- 
vice the north end of the park district. 


The second garage was recommended 


by Angelo Capulli, director of park 
maintenance, who said the single garage 
at Pioneer Park is inadequate to store 
supplies and equipment. 


The "catchup maintenance" of the ref- 


erendum will total $383,000 of the $500,000 
bonds. The money would be used to re- 
pair and maintain facilities. About 
SaO.DOO of the bond money will pay for 
legal fees, planning and engineering 
costs. 


THE COMMITTEE has proposed a 


second referendum for long-range plans 
and improvements that will not be held 
u n t i l economic conditions improve, 
Woods said. 


The second referendum would give vot- 


ers a choice of three project packages 
that would provide long-range financial 
stability for the park district, he said. 
The three choices would include: 


• A $1.4 million, 18-hole golf course on 


the Nike Base property the park dis- 
trict owns. 


• Improvements of S1.4 million at Rec- 


reation, Forest View and Riley parks. 


• Indoor swimming pools at Forest 


View and Horsey high schools costing 
$1 8 million 


The park board is expected to discuss 


only the first proposed referendum at 
tonight's meeting.
